new drugs and chemical compounds. Animal’ care 
technicians employed by pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers administer drugs to animals, prepare reports of 
drugs administered, observe the animals, determine 
drug tolerance and toxicity, and keep records of 
animal responses. 

At medical schools and research centers, animal... 
care’ technicians are employed in general care, 
hematology, biochemical, and serology departments. 
In “providing general care, technicians feed the 
animals and arrange proper housing. They maintain 
records concerning the availability of each species, 
their location, and identify them according to assign- 
ment to individuals and departments. Technicians 
must know which animals can be housed together, 
their eating habits, environment required for each 
species, and diseases that can be transmitted. 

In hematology departments, animal care 
technicians with special training complete studies of 
the properties and change in blood. They collect 
blood, preserve it for examination, prepare slides, and 
make differential blood counts. Technicians anaiyze 
blood samples, determine hemoglobin count, clotting

, At research centers, technicians are employed as 
serologists..in_.connection--with immunity -studies. 
Serologists must know how to collect blood samples 
from animals, separate serum, and determine the ex- 
-tent of immunity at any given time. Many veterinarians 
employ veterinary technicians. The duties of 
veterinary technicians include maintenance of ad- 
records, general care of animals, ad- 
ministering medicines, changing wound dressings, 
sterilization of equipment and instruments for surgery, 
preparation of animals for surgery, administering 
anesthetic during surgery, and taking and developing 
Xrays. 

Animal care technicians are also employed by com- 
mercial breeders who raise and sell experimental 
animals. Technicians involved in 
specially trained to produce disease-free animals and 
those especially bred to carry a specific strain of bac- 
teria. . 

Animal care technicians must have a love’ for 
animals, understan why laboratory animals are used 
for experimental purposes, and. be able to realize the 
vital role that these animals play.in the advancement 
of medical knowledge. In preparing for this field, high 
schoot'courses in chemistry, biology, and zoology are 
recommended. Prospective animal care technicians 
should be high schoo! graduates. Perons can obtain 
specialized training by attending two-year and four- 
year colleges offering a curriculum in laboratory 
animal care technology. 

Animal care technicians can advance to supervisor 
and other administrative positions within their areas 
of specialization. Extensive training and experience 
as a animal care attendant, junior technician, and 
head technician enabled French to advance to his 
position as supervisor in Battelle's. Animal Care 
Resource Section. 

The employment outlook for animal care 
technicians is good due to expanded research 
programs at medical schools and animal facilities. 
Federal legislation regarding the humane treatment of 
animals (Federal Animal Welfare Act of 1967) has 
been instrumental in eliminating inhumane animal 

‘care. This has-opened up many more positions of 
responsibility for trained animal care technicians.

TARGETING 


“Targeting” is a new entrant in the jargon-laden 
vocabulary of public policy. It means focusing 
resources and programs on specific sectors of the 
nation such as depressed economic areas or people 


Targeting is an idea whose time has come, but 
there is an awful lot of resistance to it. In a country 
where everyone is shouting “me too” there are few 
people willing to sit still for someone else benefiting 
from a federal program, even if their need for that 
program is demonstrably greater. 

That's one of the reasons why President Carter's 
proposed new urban policy is said to be running into 
trouble in the Congress. News reports indicate that 
many Congressmen are unhappy about the formula 
the Administration is proposing for some urban aid 
programs. 

The White House quite rightly wants to put the 
money where it will do the most good. Any urban 
program worth the paper it’s written on should focus 
on the cities most in need — those with the most poor 
people, the highest unemployment, and the most suf- 
fering. 

That’s why the Administration's eligibility formulas 
for the proposed urban investment tax credit and the 
proposed national development bank are written to 
cover about a third of the nation's communities. Most 
of the eligibles would be larger cities in the North. An 
escape clause in the formula would provide aid for 
depressed sections of healthier cities, but the bulk of 
that money would go where it's needed most. 

In other words, the Administration is pepoene to 
ensure that the scarce funds available for urban 
revitalization are targeted where they'll do the most 
good. Years ago devotees of more efficient military 
spending used to call for “a bigger bang for a buck.” 
The Administration’s plan is the modern urban 
equivalent of that phrase, implying more efficient use 
of scarce resources. : 

But many Congressmen don't see it that way. They 
assess every federal spending program solely on how 
much money it brings into their district. Which meané 
that it's hard to get Congressmen from districts tha 
would not be eligible for urban programs now being 

, to vote for them. 

It’s that kind of thinking that has helped swell the 
federal budget with programs that spend a lot but 
don't make a dent in the problems they're supposed 
to solve. Revenue sharing is the model of wasteful 
use of federal funds. Every political entity, trom the 
biggest city to the smatlest village, gets a piece of the 
revenue sharing pie..The result is that no city gets 


enough and affiuent suburbs wind up with money that 


could be used to improve ghetto schools. 

That approach is not only wasteful, it also leads to 
‘the myth that federal programs don't do any good. 
The evidence offered is that programs like revenue 
sharing have funneled mo to the cities, which are 
still in trouble. But the real point is that so much, 
money is siphoned off by cities and towns that are 
economically healthy that distressed cities don't get 
nearly enouah aid to deal with their probleme. ;

Most of the employers 
that use CETA workers are 
non-profit government or 
social service agencies. 
These workers receive on- 
the-job training for one 
year. The employer-has-the 
option of retaining the 
worker. after the training 
period ends. The salaries 
for these jobs — paid by 
CETA — may not exceed 
$10,000 per year and must 
at least pay the minimum 
wage of $2.65 an hour. 

ddie Parks, director of 
manpower operations for 
CMACAO, has mixed 
feelings on the. ef- 
fectiveness of CETA in 
easing the unemployment 
situation in this area. 
“CETA is doing the best 
job that it can do under the 
present circumstances. 
However, we cannot do it 
alone,” he said. 

“There must be better 
cooperation between 
CETA and the private sec- 
tor,"’ Parks explained; 
while noting that mast 
non-profit organizations 
that train CETA workers 
usually don't keep them.on 
‘ after their year of training 

- because of atack of funds: 
- Parks criticized the 
short, one-year training 
period of the CETA jobs 
and called for the return to 
the New Careers format, a 
discontinued project in 
which trainees received a 
two-year training period at 
a trade. school or jobsite 
and were awarded either a 
certificate or a permanent 
job-after_their_training. 

“CETA plays a numbers 
game,"’ Parkssaid. ‘By 
having one-year programs, 
they can serve more 
people and that looks 
good on paper. My feelings 
are that the longer the 
training period is, the 

reater the benefits will be 
for the trainee.”
